GREEN SPUN advised that he was tried in Federal Court in 19U9 for 
violation of the Neutrality Act in that he was charged with exporting 
planes from this country to the Israeli Government® He stated he was 
acquitted on this charge but was subsequently re-=indieted for violation 
of the Neutrality Act in that .he aided in the shipment of arms to Israel® 

The Federal Government charged that he, with other individuals, shipped 
a load of arms from California to Mexico with destination as Israel® 

GREENSPUN advised he entered a plea of guilty to this charge and was 
sentenced in United States District Court, Los Angeles, California, on 
July 17, 1950, to pay a $10,000 .00 fine® GREENSPUN admitted he was involved 
in the purchase and shipment of arms to Israeli that he did this for 
purely idealistic reasons to aid his co-religionists who were threatened
